1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on August 10, 2005. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The appHcation has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

In claim 1, in page 5, delete the first formula and delete after the formula. 

In claim 1, in page 5, in the first and second lines under the formulae; delete " R^^^ and 
R^^"* each independently represents a hydrogen atom or an alkyl group,". 

In claim 5, in page 7, after line 8, delete the first formula and delete after the formula . 

In claim 5, in page 7, in the first line under the formulae, delete " R^^^ and R^^"^ each 
independently represents a hydrogen atom or an alkyl group,". 

3 Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (US 5,344,933) does not teach or disclose a method for 
dyeing hair or a hair dyeing composition comprising the direct dye compounds represented by 
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the claimed formula (I). Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing formulation.
